For safety reasons we 
closed off a drive approach on the south side of 
Covington Road just west of Brooklyn Drive because 
it was too close to intersection. This added to 
items of curbface walk and asphalt. Due to fact 
there are few alleys in area it was determined 
Brooklyn Avenue would need to be kept in a passable 
condition for emergency traffic. This resulted in 
an increase in the stone item and asphalt item. 
during the construction we encountered a few areas 
of unfavorable subbase which needed to be excavated 
out and backfilled with stone;
